L  wrote  an  article  which  was 
|  published  in  the  Baptist  Record 
several  months  ago.

Christian  men  from  the  towns 
close  to  Parchman  come  to 
teach  the.  classes.  It  is  strictly 
voluntary  and  the  men  are  re¬ 
sponding  wonderfully.  At  one 
of  the  camps  they  had  a  “SING¬ 
ING”  and  afterward  there  were 
refreshments.  Over  half  of  the 
men,  in  this  particular  camp, 
belong  to  the  Sunday  School. 
One  of  the  things  that  made 
this  singing  possible  was  the 
money  to  buy  the  song  books 
donated  by  Christian  people. 

It  is  also  because  of  the  won¬ 
derful  help  of  these  same 
Christian  peopleJJia^jjtvery  man 
and  women  who  wants  a,  Bible 
may  have  one.  The  Chaplain 
has  given  out  1400  Bibles  end 
50,000  pieces  of  religious  litera¬ 
ture.  The  employees  are  help-' 
lng  the  Chaplain  100  percent  in 
his  work.

One  of  the  big¬ 
gest  fields  there  Is  right  at 
home.  Parchman  is  a  mission¬ 
ary  field  that  needs  help  as 
much  as  any  place  In  the  world. 
It  has  been  proven  to  me  that 
the  Lord  has  taken  -Parchman 
under  His  wing  and  Is  taking 
care  of  us  in  the  way  the  Christ¬ 
ian  people  from  all  over  the 
state  have  been  helping  us. 

I  have  talked  with  several 
men  who  have  been  in  and  out 
of  Parchman  for  the  past  20 
years  and  more.  These  men 
have  told  me  that  there  has 
been  less  trouble  In  the  past 
ten  months  than  at  any  time  In 
the  history  of  the  prison.  Tlfe 
Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Har¬ 
pole  are  both  Christian  people. 
I  believe  most  of  the  employees 
are  Christian  also.  We  have  a 
most  sincere  Chaplain  who  is 
devoted  to  his  work.

Not  all  would-be  j 
parents  make  good  parents  and  1 
not  a  11  adaptable  children 
should  be  let  out  for  adoption. 
The  child  caring  institution  is 
still  recognized  by  the  sane  and 
common  sensed  welfare  worker 
as  being  best,  suited  for  some 
children.  It  is  true  that  there 
are  many  fine  people  who  want 
to  adopt  children  and  that  there 
are  many  children  in  need  of 
a  home,  but  how  to  bring  these 
together  is  not  as  easy  as  it 
apparently  seems  to  the  un¬ 
initiated.
